2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art made of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the claimed 
invention. Specifically, the prior art fails to teach, in combination with the remaining 
elements as recited in claims 1, 2, 7, 10, 16, and 17: 

The present invention is directed to a method for varying an operating band of an 
antenna. 

Regarding claims 1 , 7, 10, 16, and 17 Prior Art fail to specifically teach that a fluid 
dielectric comprising magnetic particle, and varying a volume of said fluid dielectric 
coupled to said at least one antenna element to selectively maximize efficiency of said 
antenna element on a plurality of operating bands. 

Claims 3, 5-6 are allowed for depending on claim 1 . 

Claims 8-15, and 18-20 are allowed for depending on claim 7.
